Hay is so widely distributed that 
less attentio 
is given to it than it 
deserves. 
More land is devoted to 
hay than to any other crop, tho giv­ 
en in but few instances the care exer­ 
cised with other crops of the rota­ 
tion. 
The grasses and clovers are 
often seeded with wheat or rye, and 
while good stands are frequently se­ 
cured in this way, too often sufficient 
care is not taken in the preparation 
and fertilization of the seedbed and 
the number of thrifty plants is small, 
reducing the yield and permitting the 
growth of weeds and natural grasses, 
which materially lessen the value of 
the product. 
This is especially to 
be deplored because meadow' and pas­ 
tures will respond profitably to good 
treatment, including the use of com­ 
mercial fertilizers, lime and manures 
quite as efficiently as any other crop. 
it is well understood by farmers 
that no crons grown in rotation have 
so beneficial an effect upon the soil as 
clovers and grasses. 
The use of fer­ 
tilizers and lime is accompanied by 
an accumulation of vegetable matter 
which adds to the content of the 
humus in the soil, adding both direct­ 
ly and indirectly to the profits. 
It is seldom advisable to oasture or 
mow before winter even if a heavy 
growth is made during the fall. 
The 
growth made in the fall, should be al­ 
lowed to remain as a mulch during the 
first winter. 
It is desirable, on most soils where 
a permanent meadow for mowing if 
being laid down, to lime the land. An 
application of one ton of burned rn 
hydrated lime applied broadcast and 
well cultivated into the soil a week or 
ten days previous to planting and ap­ 
plying fertilizer should he sufficient 
Top dressing with hydrated lime each 
year in small quantities is profitable 
Prof. E. G. Montgomery makes the 
following statement regarding the use 
jof lime for clover and timothy in vol- 
ume 3, No. f>5, of the Cornell reading 
! courses: 
“While lime is recognized as im­ 
portant for clover, it is not so gen­ 
erally known that timothy also re­ 
sponds to lime on much of our soil. 
In fact, on rather acid soils it has 
been found to give more response to 
lime than to the best fertilizer. 
If 
soil is very deficient in lime, there is 
no use in applying fertilizer until lime 
has been added. 
“Wherever the hay land is in regu­ 
lar rotation 
with other crops, it is 
very important to grow clover with 
timothy'. 
This can be accomplished 
only when sufficient lime is present.” 
Dr. William P. Brooks, director of 
the Massachusetts experiment station, 
is also strong in his recommendation 
of lime for meadows and has the fol­ 
lowing to say in extension 
circular 
No. 30: 
“ In most parts of the state our soils 
appear to be relatively deficient in 
lime. 
In soils where this deficiency is 
«• marked, the necessity for liming will 
be indicated by the following condi­ 
tions: 
“ I. 
Clovers will either fail 
abso­ 
lutely or make a feeble growth. 
“2. 
Borrel is likely to come in 
abundantly. 
“3. 
lf red ton and timothy are 
sown with the clovers, the red top will 
do much better relatively than the 
timothy. 
“The reaso ns for the alcove results 
briefly stated are: 
“ (ai Red top and sorrel can thrive 
in acid soils. 
"Mb! Neither clover nor timothy 
will do well in such soils. 
W henever such results as are above 
named have been noted, a heavy appli­ 
cation of lime will usually be found to 
ho beneficial.v

Grain 
and 
Bean 
Fumigation—To 
avoid loss 
from weevil injury, fumi­ 
gate with carbon bisulphide. Put the 
grain or beans in a tight bin and place 
saturated cloths, or the bisulphide in 
shallow basins on top of the material 
and cover over tightly. Use one pound 
of the chemical for every IOO eu. ft. 
of bin space, and keep the grain or 
beans covered twenty four hours. Re­ 
peat the fumigation three times at in­ 
tervals of ten days. 
Celery 
Quality— October 
is 
the 
month that

in celery. 
Keep it growing well by giving it good 
cultivation and w ater when necessary. 
Lift and store the plants the latter 
part of October in a cool, dark, well 
ventilated place.
